Hymns That Made a Sensation, 


ERYBODY knows that thero are songe 
‘and pictures which make a sensation 
y are first heard and seen, but one 
doen not associnte genaationaliem with yma, 
fas aula, Nevertheless there hase been hyrams 
the popularity of which can only. be dosceibed 
hy that word, hymns which havo been sung 
everywhere, and frequently parsdied into the 
Targaia. Midie-ageth folly for instance, wil 
call to mind "Hold the Feet!” which appearet 
with its stirring tume, on the set pag of the 
Very ‘first iiaus af the famous -* Moody amt 
Sankey" hynmtebook, back in the seventios of 
last century. There vas nib a city arab or a 
farm Jabouree’Wwho slid wot whistle i, an whe 
did not know the wordy, amt if wa men 
leasly- parodied,

“Hold the Fort.” 

‘The late Lord Shaftesbury, in whose wnemery 
the famous fountain in Piocadilly Circas was 
ereoted, aid the adjoining thoroughfare named, 
fone af ihe greatest philanthropists this country 
has. known, declared that if the two great 
American evangelists had: done 20 more than 
teach the people to sing "Hold tho Fort)" 
they had put the British Exapire under « lasting, 
‘obligation. 

"The origin of the hymn was sensational, 
B. P, Biss, who wrote aiid set so many ~ Sankey ™ 
hymns, was ata Sunday School convemtio 
six years after the close of the Civil War in 
‘América, avid one of tho speakers told a story 
of a military wet being murrounded hy the 
‘enemy. Just when the position —aceniedl 
desperate, an officer caught sight of a eignal 
fag twenty miles- away. From hilhtop to bill 
top lashed the mesinge : Hold the fort; T 
‘am coming Sherman,” anil the situation was 
saved. 


‘ey Framental Hymn, 
‘This ntory immedintely suguested the hymn 
to the reveptive mind of Blix. The next day 
ho was holding: w meeting at Chicago, and ho

Bot Tra D.. Sankey bought a paper at 
Glasgow, ak something to read, ax he 
centered the train.

Anothee hymn which Had «sensational 
career is Safe in the Atms of Jee 
Te was written by Fanny Crosby, 
‘woman who had been blind since she wis a 
habe of wise weeks, and who wrote not 
Ibundreds only, but thowsands of hymns, many 
cf which became popular. but none nearly 6 
‘widely known as “Safe inthe Arms. of Jesus" 
Curiously enough; i¢ was one of thee “hymns

the Fireside. 


A Talk from Glasgow by Professor R. M. Caven, D.Sc., F.LC. 


IB day last winter you ordered a load. of 
onl, and had it piled, heavy. and. black, 
jn your conl cellar, Little ty. litle, lamp. by 
Jump, you brought it and put it on the fire, 
‘You ‘were warm and cosy in the evenings, and 
fn the mornings someone raked out the ashes 
fand threw them away, Now your coal cellar 
ja nearly empty, Where i your coal T . What 
hhas become af it? What have you to show for 
it? You have nothing to show for it; nothing 
Ibut the coal pill and the ashes! 

‘What has beoome of the coal? ‘The asual 
‘answer to this question ia that the coal has 
Tbeen burnt up. The coal gives out its heat, 
and nothing elec matters. But it does matter 
it matters to chemistry what becomes of the 
foal when it burns. 

A Plausible Theory. 

Tnstead of coal you get hoat. Is, then, coal 
fumed into heat? It would seom so; and 
for a long time men thought it was 20, -Thoy 
thought that all fuel, all combustibles, contained 
‘an clement—the elemont Fire or Phlogiston— 
‘and when the fuel burnt the ffre oe phlogiston 

smo away from it nnd made itsolf felt as heat 
The burning coal getx less and less; evidently it 
losing something : that something in heat 
What could be simpler ? Great chemists held 
thin theory 150 years ago, ho it i nob to be 
despised ; nevertheless it was wrong,, because 
some important facts of the case were quite 
ignored ; indeed, the essential chemistry-of the 
process of combastion was not ublerstood at all 

‘Everyone knows that without air-coal will 
not burt. Coal is mostly earbon, a black solid ; 
and in order to burn, this solid must have 
cygen. The air supplies the oxygen, and buen- 
ing is the ehemical union of the element earbor 
with the element oxyyen to form a compound 
Sf these thro elements whicl is called carbon 
tioxide,

outside atoms, whether of magnesium or of 
‘oxygen, are bounded by the air 

‘You ‘will want: to know how the different 
tom stick together to form a solid. We 
‘used. to say that the atoms of magnesium and 
‘oxygen were joined together, one atom of 
magnesium with one atom of oxygen to form 
19 molecule of magnesium oxide, and that these 
MgO molecules were then united together by: 
the force of cohesion to form a solid. 


‘Tho Power of Atiraction, 
Now, wo know that the atoms in a crystal 
fare held” together hy the force of electrical 
attraction, for which the electrons, those tiny 
atoms of negative electricity, are responsible, 
Before they combine, the atoms of raagnesinm 
and oxygen are electrically neutral ; but when 
they combine, the atoms of magnesium lose 
each two electrons, and 40 become charged with 
positive electricity, whilo the atoms of oxygen 
dn each two electrons, the two that have 
Jost by the atom of magnesium, and so 
bhocome charged with negative electricity, And 
thus the positively charged magnesium atoms 
And the negatively charged oxygen atoms 
Attract one another and cling to one another, 
‘and #9 the compound magnesium oxide comes 
tocxist 
‘The attraction of cach magnesium atom, 
however, i# not for one oxygen atom, but for 
fix; and similarly the attraction af each oxygen 
‘tom is for six mkenosium atoms. So the power 
of attraction spreads from atom to atom, anid 
a bit of solid magnesium oxide, compounded 
‘of untold millions of separate, electrically 
charged afonis of magnesium and oxygen, i 
formed. That is why—or rather how—when 
magnesium burns it. produces a solid powder, 
and not ai invisible gas, 


The Wonders of Carkos. 
Now Jet us retin to our eval fre, oF rather 
to the carbon in it, Carbon is a wonderful 
Tt is the element whic isthe baais of 
‘roaturee, including man. 
‘Carbon atoms are joined together firmly in a 
network—or apaco-lattice, as it is callod— 
stretching ont in overy dirvetion, and electrons 
are the actual cementing material between 
the atoms, 

‘Now let us try to understand what happens 
when carbon bums, when oxygen enters the 
slowing fre, and passes through it. The earbon 
‘atoms are tom asunder and scattered ; and 
fearried off between two oxygen atoms; and 
they are carried off separately, they are wot 
allowed to go in company. So carbon dioxide 
gne—CO-—is formed, 


‘The Independent Motesules. 

Carbon dioxide is gas, because every particle 
of it is CO,—and only that. ‘The molecules of 
CO,, each composed of one atom of carbon 
and two of oxygen, lead an independent and 
separate existence, moving very quickly abou; 
‘and never uniting into bigger partieles, until 
‘they are tamed and brought together by cold 
and high pressure, and so made liquid or solid, 

‘The carbon and oxygen in carbon dioxide 
‘are joined together by eleateical attraction by 
means of electrons ; ut this attraction is local, 
land not diffused ; "it is satisfied and exhausted 
by simplo union,’ ‘That is why carbon dioxide 
is an invisible gas, for nobody can soe separate 
molecules, made up of one atom of earbon and 
two of oxygen, That it why when coal burns 
it burns away and disappears leaving nothing 
to be seenc ‘That &© the story of combustion ; 
part of the story of what happens as we sit by 
the fireside,

It anybody finds 
traces the’ least bit boring, of producing the 
Teast sign of friction, he ts exhorted to begin 
kicking at once, Tho thing Chat matters is 
that tho expression of youth desires should bo 
completely untrammelied. That is the'way to 
live your life: that is the secret of hapyintes 


I don't take the grount! of mere dull prudence 
-you might scorn that as  unadventurous. 
But which gives you the better chance of express. 
ing yoursell—to squander all at the bidding of 
desire or to discipline yourself til you posress 
‘enough to enable you to choose according to 
your bent ? 

We mast face all the facts. Personal pleasure 
in one of the facts of existence. But it is only 
‘one, To havo'a good time is ane of the legiti- 
mate aims of life, but to make that the end-all 
‘and tho be-all of life is to caricature your own 
Ihuman nature—not to express it. So wo must 
fae all the facts of life. And one of them is 
=the Tribe. 

Whatever solution of Ifo there i, it must 
take account of the other members of the human 
family. 'To live as if wo wero the only person 
in the world who matters is nob to expres. 
‘ourselves, hut to rob ourselves of part of our 
heritage as active members of the human family. 

Seriously to pretend that the real way (0 
self-expression lies in trying to break all the 
Jaws which interforo with out desires is 
completely childish, 

‘There are hundreds of good folk who believe 
in self-expression ax the great good in lifo— 
and cut out all the religious part of the human 
nature inorder to express at properly. If L 
am going to expreet mysoll, it must be my 
whole self and part of that—and the highest 
‘part is that by which wo remember that we are 
sade in the image of God.

form of architecture most clowely asmociated 
with, and dependent upon, the Christian

ts Essential Funct 

Tn ite origin it is searvely a painter's art 
fat all. It is rather a glazier’s art. Tis essential 
function is to permit tho pasage of light, or 
rather to govem the pasmaze of light, allowing 
more or less of it to penetrate into the interior 
of a building, according to the needs uf the 
particular case, Sometimes but litte is desired: 
Te then hecomes rich and sombre in colour; at 
‘another time much more light may be wanted : 
Fevhen becomes silvery aud clear with touches of 
gold and colour.

Much of the early work and a good deal of 
tho later work is confined within these limits, 
fut anyone who knows the Freach cathedrals 
rust realize, But the desire for story-telling 
soon came in, and we-get tho. early. richly 
coloured windows containing small panels ina 
variety of geometrical frameworks, which tell 
stories from the Biblo or the historios of the 
‘saints, asin Canterbury and the Sainte Chapelle. 
Large figures begin to be introdneed, particularly 
in the clerestory windows, asin Chartres, andl 
we soon get the figure-designer taking the 
principal share of the work. He works in the 
following manner in the present day, and in 
0 doing follows the traditional methods. 


Trimming th Glass 

A. small scalo colour dosign is first made, then 
‘afull-sizo cartoon, in which special attention. is 

en to the leads, ne these must be quite dea 
itely decided at thie stage The cartoon i¢ 
then traced and each separate shape is out out 
Thos shapes, which represent each one a 
definite piece ‘of coloured glass, are handel ta 
the glass.cutter, who lays the chosen piece of 
las over thom and trims it to the shape of 
the paper, taking care to allow for the 
hickness of the leaden lange which keeps 
the pieces of glass apart—this, T should say, is 
allowed for in the tracing, so that his work is 
made easier.

The 
windows of St. Gudulo, in Brussels, are probably 
the best-known examples of this, and are Sne 
things.

‘A Distinguished Scottish Artist. 

The window when ready for fixing ie divided 
up into portions of a convenient weight for 
handling by horizontal divisions; these are 
eventaally concealed by the iron bars fixed 
to the stonework ‘which everyone will have 


Each portion of leadod-up glass i fixed to 
these Uy copper wires, and it will be understood 
that this fuct greatly adde to the facility with 
Which they can be removed to. mend or replace 
njured parts, or toatoid ait-raids. It is a great 
tlaforthine that, this was not moro generally 
realized. in London and on the Western Front 
at tho beginning of tho Great War, or wensight 
still possess the windows of Lincoln's Inn, and 
of Rheims and many ofher French and Bel 
‘churches, 

‘The art of stained glass has made a remark. 
fable improvement in this country in recent 
years. Many brilliant young artists are followin, 
In the footsteps of Morris, Burne-Jones, Madox 
Brown, Rosetti, aud others, and 1 feel con 
fident that ia future times the stained glass of 
‘our own period will be recognized as among the 
nest artistic expressions of the late eighteenth 
fand carly nineteenth centuries, I should Uke 
to say that in my opinion the leader of these is 
that distinguished Scottish artist, -Douglay 
Strachan, whose work Will be one of the enduring

TH prtenee of Mare, the Beal Planet in 
the evening sky has revived the tall: of 
signals” being made from it. What the 
“signals” are, no one appears to have any iden. 
they arv as unintelligible ae the credulity of 
those who believe in them. They may be a 
sort of Martian SO of they may simply bo a 
reminder that the senders ean do with something 
to relieve the dryness of their planet—and 

incidentally of themselves. 

But on this occasion there is more than a hint 
among the credulous that some of the mysterious 
signals have their origin far beyond the Red 
Planet, far beyond the Solar System, indeed.

The Swiftest Messenger. 
Lot us, then, examine thie amazing suggestion 
‘The stars, in the Fist place, are suns; each 

jn its way aa muuch a sun as is our own woutce 

‘of heat and Jight, ‘Therefore, they are no more 

Tikely to be inhabited than is our sun. Indeed, 

wwe can definitely amiert that the stars are not 

inhabited, from which it follows that an SOS 

‘or any other signal cannot be transmitted from 

them, 

Tat us next, in view 


the popular impression 
bout theac “signals,” consider the time it 
would take a wireless message to reach us from 
the stars While a little over second would 
suffice to bring one from the moon, about three 
minutes from the present position of Mars, 
ght and a quarter minutes from the sun, and 
four hours from Neptune, the most distant planet 
xyet discovered in the Solar System, it would 
‘take years for a message to come from the stars, 
‘evenirom those which are our nearest neighbours 

‘That certainly does not sound like « paying 
commercial proposition. The nearest. star of 
which our-astronomers have certain knowledge 
ould not communicate with us in Jess than four 
years, evon if the message were dispatched this 
ery night. For the distance of this and other 
stars is not reckoned in millions of miles, but in 
Dillions and a witeleat_ message, like other 
messages, takes time for its delivery And the 
mesenger with which we are entrustin 
delivery is the swiftest in creation—Light, a 
imesenger to swift that in one second of time it 
can speed a distance equal to that of more than 
‘even times round the earth.

to us, If the Arcturian wireless operator just 
had time to tell us that another star was about 
to collide with Areturus, we should receive his 
tragic mossaye and sco the flare upin the heavens, 
a a result of the collision, at the same moment. 
‘The light-waves which had revealed to ax the 
awful doom of the Arcturiaus, would also have 
Trought the fatal message. Until that message 


‘was roocived—either visually or by wirelem—we 
should still see Arcturus shining  planet-like 
in the serene night-rkles of summer: 

If this isa staggering thought, how much 
more so. is that associated with the glorious 
constellation of Orion, which will appear in 
the eastcouth-oust when the dark ‘nighte of 
wutamn arrive, Tn the upper Teft-hand corner 
‘f that majestic figure there ya brilliant red star 
named Betelgeuse. For “signals” to. have 
been mide from that star and received by us 
fon earth they must have left Betelgeuse ot 
Ihundved and iftyefive years ago? Or, supposing 
wwe ourvelves had signalled the star and been 
Answered, that answer could not reach the earth 
in Tees than three hundred and ten yesrs after we 
had signalled in the first place, 


‘A. Mysterious Signal, 
Yet more overwhelming still the thought of 
communicating with or receiving a communica 
tion from that other brilliant Orion star named 
Rigel, which is situated at the lower right-hand 
‘corner of the constellatory figare, We will sp. 
potethat we iret communicated with t and asked 
fora prompt reply to besent,, Weshould probably 
hhave been dead nine hundred years before the 
reply could possibly buve got here. It 
‘would be a "* mysterious signal” indeed to our 
descendants. 
Even that does not exhaust the remoteness 
of the stars. Another mighty leap outward into 
‘space ean be taken from Rigel until a point is 
reached which must make even the most 
‘optimistic wireless enthusiast shrink from eon 
templatiig—and yet we ean still be among the 
stirs, It isa point occupied by clusters of stars 
from which if a wireless message of suflcient 
power had heen sent twa hundred thousand 
‘years ago it would only be arriving now.

An Aid to Drama. 


By a Playwright. 
OT very long ago 1 heard play: of mine 
broadest from a station of the BBC 
fand that evening I waa the prondest man i 
London. Not, if you please, because thousands 
‘were listening to my immortal lines and silently 
applauding, but’ because, liatening in the de 
tached way permitted by wireless reception, T 
knew that Thad written a good play. Without 
the glamour of the stage and the dope” of 
scenery and lighting effects, my little story 
remained poignant and effeo 
‘The Exsontial Test 

Now that, believe me. is the essential test of 
good drama. Try to sit through Chi Chin Chow 
twith a bag over your head, and sce if itis worth 
anything without the pretty lights and. the 
fantastic costumes. Lam prepared to bet that 
itis not. The effect of such a play a Chie Chin 
‘Chow is not truly dramatic ; it is aimed, not at 
‘the intelligence, but atthe senses. Whereas, 
since it cuts out lighting aol. costume and 
incense, broadcasting demands for its. spe 
purpose plays that have in their words alone 
the essential bull of dranma, 

‘This, Tsnguest, isa grent benefit conferred by 
broadcasting on thé cause of good art. For 
many young artiste are now writing plays 
specially for the wireless mediam, and. Io! 
they are prevented at the ontaet of their careers 
from falling into the cheap stage-habits of the 
conventional theatre, ‘The BLBLC, it ot pre 
pared to eke out thin plote or vapid dialogne 
with Digby battens and wigs by Clarkson, Ror 
broadcasting purposes, the play’ is, first, Inst 
fand always, the thing. ‘The playwright "most 
now stan on his own legs 

Elaborate Siage “ Effects.’ 
Which is a very good thing indeed for 
arama. Every” one who han written plays 

‘every one who las to read plays knows jnvt 

ly shoddy and sloppry work ean be nado 
to look * just like real” by elaborate sta 
direction and copious mechanical tricks. The 
allie words ever given to a silly heroine may 
bbe made to seem convincing if the electrician is 
to flood the lady's figure in rose-pinke 
But that vort of thing Will nof get across 
the ether, Ementially hollow words will ring 
very, very hollow at the business ‘end of a 
ckystaleet. And nobody Inows that better 
than the dramatist 

tis the tyro in playwriting who will benelit 
moat. of all from the discipline imposed by 
Troadcasting conditions. ‘The tyro's weak «pot 

‘invariably this tendeney to elaborate stage- 
tion and devise effects "—jostbecanse 
that sort of thing ix easier to attend to than the 
hard graft of construction and dialogue. But 
the wireless audience cannot be seduced from 
‘concentration on the real play by the fact that 
the hero emokes Egyptian cigarettes or that 
the heroin has shingled hair. So the unhappy 
tyro, writing for wireless porposes, wil require 
to take the trouble to write drama; for an 
insidions templation i at last out of the way. 

‘Testing Plays by Wissloss, 

All of which is a good ec, a very good ei, 
I do not hesitate to say that the etforts of the 
B.BC. in the direction of broadeasting plays 
‘will assuredly help us all to improve what the 
‘ities call" the present condition of the English 
Theatre.” 

‘And this will not necessarily tend fo deprive 
the theatro-goce of his legitimate pleasure in 
Fine sconory, protty costumes and tricky 
“effects” But i wll tend to ‘make for a 
healthier seality in our plays. Let me suggest 
that every play shoold be tested, in the: first 
place, over the wireless before “an invisible 
faodienoe, Tt-would be a searching examiation 
for some of our * popular favourites: 
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Art and the Wheel Element. 


Wireless in Modern Life. By E. TEMPLE FURST ON: the Novelist-Playwright. 


T may reasonably be argued that there is no 

invention of the ingenuity and energy of 
man but has its place and its purpose in th 
scheme of things. Nature, which generation by 
generation we are all contriving to ignore, will 
always be the well-spring of our actions.

Broaileasting haa become the common pos:

with a blind sub-consciousnens that is inevitable 
fn it fe irvenistible. 

‘Those little poles and wires on the tops of 
‘countless houses in every neighbourhood testify 
to tho fact that broadcasting is supplying @ 
‘need that has been felt so long mainly hy those 
‘who havo neither the means of enjoying expen- 
five aniteements nor the energy needed to 
participate in them after a hard day's work.

The Symbo! of Machinery. 

It is the fault of thead modem inventions of 
science that no sooner are they introduced to 
the public than their promoters believe it is 
necessary to relato them to art to make them 
attractive. It is only in #0 fae a8 photography 
‘ean depart {fom its conditiane—as i certain 
forms of printing which depend upon the per 
ponality of the photographer in his ase of brush 
{and pigzments—that it approaches the distinction 
ff being art, And aa this ean never wholly be 
Ahieved by any principle which in essence de- 


pends upon machin 
‘ery in any shape. oF 
form, it would appear 
to be a waste of time 
any who defend 
its existence tormake 
this claim for it 

Tt has ben the 
same with the

SUGGESTIONS FOR THE FUTURE. 


Mv own view of the: broadcasting business 
fs that the basia of it must be broadened, says 
Mr. Gilbert Frankau, the well-known novelist 
Personally, 1 should like to have big debates 
in the House and any really important political 
‘speeches broadcast to the general public, 

With regard to tho musical side of the pro- 
gramme, I think it should be particularly 
devoted to British music. I often wonder 
whether tho Broadcasting Company have 
realized the enormous potential ataet they ha 
jn. our national advertisers, and. feel quite 
tertain that this side of their undertaking could 
bbe developed both to the amusement and the 
interest of the public. 

Tt seems to me, too, that if public litening 
stations were established in various places, 
‘euch aa railway stations, where our, modem 
fiviliaation demands tedious waite, i would 
please thote who are detained, encourage fresh 
fubscribers, and generally stiimulate tho busi 
ews.
